Wasnineton, D. C., Oct: 21.—President 
Arthur’s plans for his Cabinet have been dis- 
arranged by the positive declination of ex- 
Goy. Morgan, of New York, to accept the 
position of Secretary of the Treasury, which 
was tendered him last week, The President 
upon arriving from Yorktown this morning 
is understood to have received a commun 
cation from Gov. Morgan, in which the lat- 
ter, while expressing his thanks for the dis- 
tinguished honor conferred upon him by the 


tender of the Treasury portfolio, has felt 
‘compelled to decline it for two reasons— 


first, his advanced years and failing strength 
will not permit him to give to the duties of 
that offiee the strict attention and labor which 
is required: second, it Is not possible, or at 
least altogether convenient, to withdraw 
from the business relations which disqualify 
him. as interested in an importing firm, from 
accepting that office. 
AS A CONSEQUENCE 

of this, it Is necessary to make a newselec- 
tion, and the nothinations, which it. was 
thought might be sent to the Senate tomor- 


row, will not probably now be made before 


Monday or Tuesday. But the Senate expects 
to adjourn Wednesday or Thursday of next 
week. There is no doubt but that the pres- 
ent Cabinet will be confirmed, whoever may 
compose it. Indeed, there will be little op- 


position to any confirmation except that of 


Col. Dudley to be Commissioner of Pensions, 
and possibly to a few minor military appoint- 
ments, some of whom were. held up by the 
Military Committee today.

Burnstein in detail, and after com- 
paring it with the present case, 
sald, “in conclusion, that they dif- 
fered, one from another, in the points 
decided, and he was therefgre of opinion 
that the ruling of the Supreme Court in form 
was not decisive of the question involved in 
the latter. He would grant the petitioner’s 
motion for allowance, leaving the number 
of witnesses to be fixed hereafter, 
DR. M’DONALD, 
medical superintendent of the New York 
City Asylum for the Insane, having written 
Scoville, counsel for Guiteau, says: “I 
was surprised to find my name given in your 
aflidavit in the Guiteau case as that of one 
expert witness by whom you expect to prove 
the insanity of your client, and for money to 
defray whose expenses you made application.” 
Scoville, in the course of his reply, says: 
“I came into this case only a few days ago, 
without the knowledge of a single person in 
the East whom 1 might call as an 
expert on insanity. \Firmly believing myself 
in the insanity of the prisoner, I determined, 
if necessary, to act upon the presumption 
that any competent expert in such cases, 
upon full investigation, would sustain my 
position. Unknown persons, entire strangers 
to me without exception, desiring a full and 
fair trial should be had upon this question, 
have written me several letters suggesting 
the names of several experts. Such a letter 
was received by we signed ‘A Friend,’ 
dated Sept. 30, suggesting the names of 
yourself and Dr. Fiteh, with the assurance 
that ‘they would not hurt my case any.“ 
Your letter states | have asked for money to 
pay such expenses, Itistrue I have made 
application to one individual, whose high 
position and reputed wealth ied me to hope 
he would aid me, No answer bas been re- 
ceived to that letter, nor have I received a 
dollar from any source. If I had the means 
to pay you or any expert, I would ask your 
attendance in Washington before the trial, 
and your careful investigation of the case. 
Du preparation for the trial on my part can 
only be made in that manner; but, as I have 
not money to pay for such services, the only 
course open to me is to summon the best ex- 
perts | can hear of at a venture, and, under 
the law, réquire their attendance on the trial 
until all the facts are developed, and then 
depend upon their conscientious regard for 
truth and justice to state their convictions, 
uninfluenced by popular clamor.” 
CONKLING’S DELICATE POSITION. 

Mr. Scoville, Guiteau’s counsel, is causing 
some excitement in politieal circles because 
of an avowed intention to make the most of 
the political aspects of the assasination. He 
is reported as saying, yesterday: There is 
more of politics in the case than most people 
imagine. I intend that everything connected 
with the crime shall be developed, and if I 
should have a ‘Stalwart’ to help me he 
might antagonize this course. If it is neces- 
sary, I shall not hesitate to bring out the 
connection of Conkling with the inception of 
the crime. The ‘Stalwart’ schism was re- 
sponsible for the matter, and shall be placed 
where it belongs, if I can secure that result.“ 

THE OPINION

He wished to reach St. Paul and return to it 
from tha north or west.

This he 
took for ‘the Mississippi, and thought 
by lowering he could descend in the 
desired destination. He had only seventy- 
five pounds of ballast left, and could have 
traveled only a few hours farther. In trying 
to land the balloon followed the river, then 
passed off one side, where the draw-ropes 
failed to catch, and finally landed in a swamp 
half a mile distant. 


CHICAGO. 

That balloon which has formed the gener- 
al topic of conversation for the last week has 
reached earth in safety, and Prof. King and 
his compauion, Hashagen, are in a double 
sense “out of the woods.“ Yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Atwood, of A. J. Nutting & Co., 
received a telegram from King, dated 
Chippewa Falls, Oct. 21, and = stat- 
ing that they were “all right.“

THE MICHIGAN FIRES. 


Impossibility of Making an Accurate 
Matement of the Losses—The Number 
of Famities Burned Out.

xrrroit, Mich., Oct. 21.—It is found next 
to impossible to make anything like an accu- 
rate statement even now of the aggregate 
loss by the forest fires. When the commit- 
tees at Detroit and Port Huron were both in 
the field the agents of the two traveled and 
worked largely together, and the statistics 
collected by them have, since the appoint- 
ment of the commission, been scattered. 

The old Port Huron committee, which 

still continnes to act independent 

ly in distributing aid and collecting 
money, notwiths ing the agreement to 
subordinate their work to that of the com- 
mission appointed by the Governor, came 
into possession of the greater portion of the 
statistics collected under the former arrange- 
ment. The Commissioners are now sending 
out blanks to their agents calling for minute 
information. Of course this willin a meas- 
ure necessitate retracing the ground already 

gone over. The burned counties were divid- 

ed into districts, regard less of township and 

county boundary lines, and the number of 
families who suffered losses in each of their 
districts is, as far as reported, as follows:

These families represent about 10,000 per- 
sons. The total loss, although not as pro- 
portionately heavy as in 1571, is more dis- 
astrous, as the burned district is devoted to 
agriculture. About four-fifths of the town- 
ships in Huron County, and all the townships 
in Tuscola County, were burned over, but 
even now, six weeks after the calamity, there 
are no data availabie as to the number of 
dwellings consumed. The best estimate 


j laces the losses at a few thou- 
ne gene $2,000,000, The insurance col- 
lectabie is not over 10. per cent of this 
amount. The people losing property have 
been largely insured in local and farmers 
companies find themselves unable to 
meet their obligations.

HEALTH OFFICER. 
A FAT PLACE.

New York, Oct. 21.—The position of 
Health Officer of the Port of New York is 
one of the most lucrative in the country, and 
the man who wins the pre of appointment 
thereto is indeed lucky. Itis one of vast 
responsibilities, of course, in that upon the 
incumbent rests the management of the san- 
itary condition of this vast port, and in a 
measure that of the country as well; but the 
returns are fat in excess of the actual labor 
performed as compared with professional 
fees elsewhere. Tucked away at quarantine, 
and in a great degree performing his duties 
i a somewhat perfunctory manner, 
the Health Officer here year after year es- 
capes any very particular observation, 

SECURES HIS INCOME WITH REGULAGBITY, 
meets his political assessments in a princely 
manner, often subscribing $10,000 to a cam- 
paign fuud, and amasses a fortune with as- 
tonishing iapidity. The present officer is 
just now having the lens of examination 
turned upon his income, with the pros- 
pect of having it abridged. Reduc- 
tions have taken place within the 
past few years, but some prying 

rsons believe that the incumbent of the 

ort Health Office can yet live handsomely if 
his financial status is brought down and inore 
exactly equalized with that of other Govern- 
ment officials. The Senate committee ap- 
pointed fo ascertain the income of the Ilealth 
Officer 6f this port before its adjournment, a 
few days ago, directed the Cashier of the 
custom-house to prepare a tabie 3 

THE RECEIPTS OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
from the day-boarding of vessels each year 
since 1870. ‘The records of the Custoin-House 
have therefore been searched and th ult 
is astonishing. The fees of 1870, fur instance, 
for day-boarding were $29,068. From 1871 to 
1879 they steadily increased, in 1873

A DECISIVE STEP. 
THE LORILLARDS TO CLOSE THEIR STRIP- 
PING DEPARTMENT.

New York, Oct. 21.—The authorities at 
Lorillards’ tobacco factory in Jersey City 
took a decisive step today against the 400 
women strikers whose actions has caused 
the firm so much annoyance lately. The 
girls have manifested @p disposition to re 
turn to their benches, and their absence 
from their places of duty interferes with the 
business operations of the firm, and a con- 
sultation was held today among those in au- 
thority over the establishment as to the best 
course to pursue in the premises. The con- 
sultaton lasted nearly two hours. Then it 
was learned that it had been determined to 
close the stripper’s department in Jersey 
City and 

HAVE THE WORK DONE ELSEWHERE. 
The Lorillards have a factory in Louisville, 
Ky., and a part of it will be fitted up at once 
for use by strippers, and the expectation is 
that in a few days 600 hands will be put to 
work there. The stem stripping needed to 
meet the demands of the Workers in the fac- 
tory at Jersey City will done in the 
department about to be ned, and from 
40,000 to 150,000 pounds a day of prepared 
tobacco will be shipped. The factory people 
say that this method of doing work 
WILL BE LESS EXPENSIVE 

than that which has been pursued hereto- 
fore of having the stripping done at the 
works in Jersey City. Labor is cheaper 
there than here, and the freight on the steins 
will be saved. It has not been definitly set- 
tled yet whether the strippers’ department 
in Jersey City will be closed entirely. It is 
possible that some hands om} be kept at 
work there to meet a specially heavy de- 
mand. ‘The effeet of this movement is to put 
an end to the strike, and it é likely to result 
in the loss of their occupations by the 400 
young women engaged in it. 


THE ELEVATED ROADS, 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 
Special Disvatéh to The Obicago Trioune. 

New York, Oct. 21.—Judge T. R. West- 
brook came down from Kingston today and 
delivered an opinion to the effect that the 
New York Elevated Railway Company can- 
not secure the return of its property leased 
to the Manhattan Company. The only mo- 
tion now decided or passed upon is that on 
behalf of the New York Elevated Railway 
Company for the restoration to it of its rail- 
reads and personal property, which were 
leased to the Manhattan Company by a writ- 
ten and sealed lease dated May 20, 1879. 
Judge Westbrook holds that the 
court has no power until after 
a trial of the issue made in the 
suit of the people to deprive the Manhattan 
Company of its property by awarding its 
possession tu the New York Compagy. The

OBITUARY, 


JUDGE CHARLES F. SANFORD. 
Bpeciat Dispatch to The Chicagy Tribuna 
New York, Oct. 21.—Jiidge Charles F. 

Sanford, of the New York Superior Court, 
who died in this city today, had been con- 
fined to his bed for the greater part of the 
last two years, but the peculiar malady of 
which he has been the unfortunate 
victim since April, 1879, showed no 
symptoms of a fatal termination un- 
til last Saturday afternoon. Judge San- 
ford was elected to the Superior Corut 
bench of this city in 1875, securing hig 
place through the determined efforts of the 
Independent voters to place good men in 
office. That his close application to stud 
caused the impairment of his reason, which 
subsequently incapacitated him from serv- 
ing on the bench, there can be m doubt. He 
had the revutation of trying a case thor- 
oughly, no matter how intricate or protract- 
ed it might be. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT CASE 
that came before him, and one which is 
thought to have had a great deal to do with 
unsettling bis mind, was the*suit of the At 
lantic & Pacific Telegraph Company against 
the Western Union Telegraph Company and 
others. Some of the abiest lawyers in the 
country were engaged in this trial. Such 
men as Gen. B. F. Butler, ex-Judge John P. 
Porter, Mr. Latrobe of Baltimore, 7 
ward N. Dickerson, Grosvenor P. LowW- 
rey, and Everett P. Wheeler were among 
the counsel. ‘Lhe trial was exceedingly pro- 
tracted and full ot technical points. Ques- 
tions Were involved of the most complicated 
nature, mauy of them being of great scien- 
tific importance in telegraphy.

REMARKARLE THOROUGHNESS. 

To this famous case Judge Sanford gave the 
strictest attention, and devoted his intellect 
unsparingly to the task of unravelu its 
knotty points. Although his decision, which 
was rendered about a year after the close of 
the case, was made public after the consolida- 
tion of .the two companies, it bore evidence 
of the great care and ability exercised in its 
preparation. It was ut this time that 
Judge Sanford bega show symptoms of 
disease, Sotteningwe the brain finally 
showed itself, and last winter steps were 
taken to secure his removal from office, it 
being impossible for him to prepare his own 
resignation. Action was delayed on account 
of the exciting political eontest in the Legis- 
lature at that time, and he died today a Judge 
of the Superior Court, although an imbecile, 


FAST TRAINS. 
TO CHICAGO IN TWENTY-ONE HOURS.

Yorkrown, Va., Oct. 21.4-Yesterday at 5 
o’cleck, just as the sun is sinking behind 
the Yorktown bluffs, the British flag si 
shown on the fore of the Trenton and a gun 
is fired. Instantly other ships run up the 
same colors and guns answer along the line. 
The echoes are tossed to and fro between 
York and Gloucester shores. From the 
grassy slopes of the old fortifications, 
and from the distant camps down 
the river, come answering ex- 
piosions telling that the army joins 
the navy in this unusual and graceful act of 
courtesy toward the mother country. Now 
the yards are manned and a final salute given 
the American flag, in which the two French 
ships join, and so with hearty greeting to 
Great Britain, against whose arms and fleets 
America’s hostile guns clamored for liberty 
and independence a hundred years ago, and 
to Queen Victoria, who hasin this time of 
sorrow won new fitle to the loving respect 
of every American heart, the centennial of 
the great victory at Yorktown ends.“ 


AT RICHMOND. 
AN AMUSING INCIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

RrcuMonD, Va., Oct. 21.—The existence’ of 
bad feeling between the French and German 
guests of the Nation, which came to light 
when the party arrived in Yorktown, and 
which it was thought the pacificatory dinner 
given by Gen. Hancock had “healed, was to- 
day brought to light again ih a very novel 
way. Whenthe French and Germans ar- 
rived in this city this morning the Commit- 
tee on Reception on the part of the city was 
tardy in reaching the steamer, and, to amuse 
themselves, the French Degan to throw sil- 
ver quarters to some negroes who were 
lounging on the river-bank. The negroes 
jumped eagerly after the money. Then one 
of the French delegation 

DROPPED SOME MONEY IN THE WATER, 
and the negroes jumped in the river after 
that. ‘Then the fun on the part of the French 
began in good earnest, and they rained silver 
quarters in the water, and soon a score of 
negro men, women, and children were 
floundering about in the river and diving to 
the bottom after the money. The Germans 
then joined ig the pastime, and vied with the 
French in throwing money tothe pier. A 
German threw a dollar gold-piece. Then the 
Frenchmen, not to be outdone, threw a gold 
quarter-eagie. Both sides then began, each 
striving to outdo the other in lavishing the 
money. 

SILVER AND GOLD BEING EXPENDED, 
greenbacks were used, the crowd of negroes 
meanwhile increasing until a pandemonium 
was presented, French and German gesticu- 
lating wildly, and growing more and more 
excited, and showing more and more feeling 
in their efforts to outdo the other. It is diffi- 
cult to estimate how much money would 
have been expended in this way had not the 
Committee on Reception arrived, and the 
parties gotten in the hacks. They, however, 
have kept severely apart all day. The blun-

In putting up the different arches over the 
streets they erected a French arch, but neg- 
lected to put up a German one. Day before 
yesterday the Germans of Richmond, having 
heard of the row at Yorktown, took sides 
with their countrymen, and went manfully 
to work and have completed the finest arch 
in the city over Broad street, which is a pure- 
ly German structure. So the matter stands 
now. It is evident that no good feeling ex- 
ists between the visiting delegations.

A BURNING issue“ in the last local cam- 
paign had relation to the use of cobble- 
stones between the street-railway tracks.

Tur South Park Commissioners are in 
danger of carrying their restrictions too far 
in their government of Michigan avenue 
boulevard. It is said that their attorney has 
been instrueted to draft an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the erection of nitching-posts along 
the sidewalks, and likewise the use of 
weights for the retention of horses while the 
driver has stepped into a house for a few 
minutes. Such a regulation would seem to 
be ridiculous, and can never be enforced.

Some one writing from Port Huron to the 

New York Tribune, athong other things, says 
that a care al canvass by the Relief Commit- 
tee shows that in all 1,147 dwellings were de- 
stroyed, This includes the dwellings con- 
sumed all over the State, in counties on Lake 
Michigan as well as around Saginaw Bay, 
where the worst fires were. This would in- 
dicate the loss of dwellings to about 6,000 
persons, probably 4,000 of whom reside in 
the Port Huron district, where nearly all the 
relief supplies are being sent. This Port 
Huron correspondent says: 
A careful canvass by the Relief Committees 
shows that 1.147 dwell twenty-eight schaol- 
houses, eight churches, stores, twelve hotels. 
thirty-four grist and saw mils, and twenty 
docks were bur The losa is estimated at 
$2,546,413, with an insurance of $628,632. 


To this insurance must be added at least 
half a million of donations in money and 
goods. Just how much of the fire loss oc- 
curred in the counties bordering Lake Mich- 
igan, which have received but little of the 
relief—counties like Allegan, Ottawa, and 
Manistee—we are not exactly informed, but 

have an impression that one-third to one-half 
of the loss fell upon them. If such be the 
case, the quantity of relief peured into the 
Port Huron district on the east side of the 
State is very lange in proportion to the actual 
loss of property.

Chleago received, we believe, from the 

whole State of Michigan $38,414 towards the 
relief of more than 100,000 people made des- 
titute by the October fire of 1871. This sum, 
it is statéd, has been returned to Michigan 
in money and goods for the relief of her 
comparatively small number of fire sufferers. 
Chicago is Michigan’s chief market for the 
sale of her lumber, salt, fruit, and vegetables, 
and pgys that State tens of millions of dol- 
lars a year for those commodities. Because 
she so pours her money into Michigan, it is 
difficult to see how she thefeby incurs an ob- 
ligation to recoup everybody that gets burnt 
out by the annual forest fires in that State. 


WE print this morning a letter addressed 
to Judge Gary of.the Superior Court by a 
majority of the Democratic members of the 
Bar, asking him to accept a nomination for 
reélection by the Democratic County Con- 
vention, so that being nominated by both 
parties he may be unanimously elected.

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Mr. CHARLE ES I RE ED says: “ Guiteau is 
either insane and totally irresponsible or 
simulates madness with more remarkable 
precision than any one 1 have seen.” But 
what would a sane man do under the cir- 
cumstances in which Guiteau is placed? No 
man inall time was ever in a more des- 
perate strait than the murderer of James 
A. Garfield is today. If Guiteau is sane he 
fully realizes now that he shot to death the 
most beloved man in the world. There is 
nothing between him and death on the gal- 
lows but suceessfully simulated insanity— 
absolutely nothing! Guiteau may well be 
almost mad, since nothing but real madness 
can possibly save him from the halter; and 
in studying the part and constantly playing 
it he may yet become araving maniac, But 
the “unsteady gleam” in Guiteau’s eyes is 
not by any means conclusive evidence of 
madness; neither is the incoherency of his 
speech. Guiteau is horrified at the prospect 
whieh opens before him. He is frightened 
at the thought of dangling at a rope’s end. 
The shadow of the gallows projects Kself con- 
stantly across his alarmed vision. From 
the first he feared the mob. Reassured 
on this point by the lapse of time, he now 
fears the law. He feels his isolation in being 
forced to the conclusion that of the tens of 
thousands of lawyersin the country not one 
will plead his cause! He knows that he has 
not one friend in the world; for Mr. Scoville 
seeks only to save his family, with which he 
is connected by marriage, from an inefface- 
able stain. 
the details of his proposed defense and the 
near approach of the day of his trial would 
not affect him. But he is powerfully moved 
by all these things. He insists upon having 
distinguished counsel; he shows want of 
confidence in the skill and experience, or 
lack of experience, vf his brother-in-law; 
and this want of contidence is entirely justi- 
fied by sound reason, the result of logical 
reflection, for Mr. Scoville is ignorant of 
criminal law practice. The struggle is a 
desperate one. The wretch appeals to Gen, 
Butler; he appeals to the President and 
threatens him with revelations to the dam- 
age of the Republican party. He assumes 
an air of defiance, is dictatorial and 
impertinent. But he becomes more 
and.more nervous. There is danger of 
his breaking down completely, and he knows 
it. The scaffold is always before his eyes, 
an ever-present horror, to be escaped only by 
a simulation of madness so perfect that it 
will deceive a jury. And the strain of play- 
ing the necessary part is so great upon his 
mind that his brain reels with the effort to 
keep to the farce to avoid the tragedy. But 
in the last tug with the law Guiteau's expe- 
rience of a lifetime comes powerfully to his 
aid. Mr. Reed says he is either crazy ora 
marvel of deeeption.” He has always been 
a marvel of deception.’’ His life has been 
an embodied falsehood. To cheat, to de- 
eeive, to misrepresent, to defraud, to lie 
these meannesses, these crimes, these moral 
delinquencies have filled up the measure of 
Guiteau’s existence. He has played many 
parts, but never an honest part. His life is 
the stake for which he is playing now. 


THE WHISKY TAX AND SCHOOL SUPPORT. 

About the only attention attracted by the 
convention of the whisky distillers which 
was held in this city last week was given to 
the appearance of Carter II. Harrison, who 
as Mayor of Chicago proclaimed his fond- 
ness for a glass of “good Bourbon, copper- 
distilled whisky,“ and thanked God that he 
eould drink whisky and not become a 
drunkard. It was very naturally fegarded 
as an unseemly thing for the Mayor of a 
great city to encourage whisky-drinking by 
precept and example. Whisky-driuking is a 
thing barely to be tolerated, but not ap- 
plauded or encouraged, The habit should 
not be made the object of political ends, be- 
cause such an issue entails evils of still 
greater proportions. It is not within the 
scope of polities to regulate the private 
habits of individuals nor to suppress appe- 
tites except as they lead to an infraction of 
laws that are necessary to the safety and 
good order of society. At the same time, it 
is expected of a high official like the Mayor 
of Chicago to set a decent personal example, 
and at least to avoid the promulgation of 
doctrines as offensive and as dangerous as 
whisky-drinking is admitted to be even by 
those who indulge themselves in the habit. 
Mayor Harrison’s open and unnecessary ap- 
proval of that habit, given in a public speech 
for no other reason than because a number 
qf distillers met in this city for selfish con- 
ference, was considered as the most offensive 
exhibition of himself among the many per- 
sonal exhibitions he has mgde since he has 
been Mayor. 

But this whisky convention foreshadowed 
something of more importance than Mr. 
Harrison's fondness for and ability to imbibe 
whisky “without becoming a drunkard.” 
It warned the country of a movement in favor 
of the reduction of the National whisky tax. 
The present internal-revenue tax is 90 cents 
per gallon on whisky. (The English excise is 
$2.50 per imperial galion.) The reso- 
lution adopted by the whisky distillers 
and dealers in their convention was in favor 
of a reduction of this tax to 30 cents per 


gallon, and the Executive Committee was |

there isto bea “whisky lobby” in Wash- 
ington next winter, with the avowed purpose 
of corrupting Congress to secure a modifica- 
tion of tax, against which there is no popular 
opposition. It is not pretended that the 
present whisky tax is exorbitant, nor that it 
works any hardship upon the people, nor 
that it is unpopular. The people who drink 
whisky pay the tax, but they are not going 
about denouncing it as an outrage, They 
pay their 10 or 15 cents for a glass, and with- 
out grumbling. It has never occurred to the 
imbibers to ask for a reduction of the tax on 
alcohol. Indeed, the more intelligent 
whisky-drinkers are aware that a reduc- 
tion in the tax equaling. say, one 
cent a glass would not make that 
article any cheaper to the consumers, and 
the nearly universal sentiment of the coun- 
try is, that whisky is cheap enough now. 
The whisky ring, who propose to set upa 
lobby at Washington to secure a reduction 
by nearly one-half in the tax on highwines, 
simply advance that tax until they can col- 
lect it from the consumers, and their only 
object in asking for a reduction is that they 
may increase their own profits at the expense 
of the consumers, 

Congress may best meet the whisky lobby 
next winter by raising the tax from 90 cents 
to $1 per gallon, and then equalize the reve 
nue by repealing the tax now imposed on the 
280,000 retail dealers. The United States 
taxes on the venders of whisky require the 
maintenance of a large and costly corps of 
officiads, whose pay and perquisits absorb a 
considerable@art of this special license tax. 
An additional 10 cents on the gallon on the 
whisky as it comes from the distiller and the 
saving in the present cost of collecting from 
the dealers would yield about the same 
amount of revenue which is now col- 
lected from the tax of 90 cents per 
gallon from the manufacturers and 
the license tax to dealers, This pol- 
icy would also deprive the saloonkeepers 
of the excuse they now have for grumbling 
at municipal licenses. They now resist 
every proposition to increase the charge for 
local licenses on the ground that they are 
obliged to pay the United States Govern- 
ment for the privilege of selling. The 
retailers may better be left to the 
State and municipal authorities, and the 
United States should look to the manufatt- 
urers for its revenue. This would simplify 
matters all around, 
cheap to collect $1 per gallon from the distil- 
lers as it is now to collect 9 cents. The 
price of whisky will then be no dearer to 
consumers than itis now, and the increased 
tax will be no more of a burden to them than 
the present tax. 

Tue Trisune is iced to observe that 
its suggestion for disposition of the 
revenues derived from the whisky and beer 
taxes is gaining ground. The liquor tax 
should be the National school taw A 
revenue of about $1 per capita, or $6 per 
family, would be yielded by a tax of $1 per 
gallon on whisky and $1 per barrel on beer. 
This is just about the sum now collected by 
direet taxation on landowners for the sup- 
port of schools. The employment of the 
whisky and beer tax as a National education- 
al fund, to be distributed pro rata among 
the States and Territories of the Nation, 
would have several important and beneficial 
results: (1) It would relieve the farmers 
and lot-owners of the country and city of 
more than $50,000,000 of annual taxation, and 
add to the value of their possessions 
in that proportion. (2) It Would as- 
sure a uniform system of free public 
schools, protected against sectarian and 
race discrimination, and promoting good 
citizenship and the diffusion of knowledge 
(3) It would 
compensate for the evils of whisky-drink- 
ing by the spread of educational benefits. 
(4) It would furnish a permanent and 
growing school-fund that would never be 
burdensome .or unpopular. (5) It would 
gain the support of the great mass of peo- 
ple who are now taxed directly for the 
maintenance of the free schools. (6) The 
liquor-dealers and saloonkeepers themselves 
would approve of the tax and the distribu- 
tion thereof, if the revenue were collected 
entirely from the manufacturers, as it ought 
to be, and they (the dealers) were released 
from the cost of Government licenses. (7) It 
would put a stop to illicit and moonshine 
distillation, as the people of every State 
would havea direct interest in preventing 
frauds on the free-school funds, 

We can think of no argument which will 
combat the justice and desirability of trans- 
ferring the whisky and beer revenue to the 
school-funds of the —— now that there 
is a surplus revenue excess of the require- 
ments of the Government for the gradual 
extinguishment of the public debt. 

THE CENTENNIAL SEASON ENDED. 

The French and German addresses at the 
Yorktown Centennial celebration were most 
felicitously worded; and the Marquis de 
Rochambeau had the good fortune to pro- 
pose a sentiment with which the Centennial 
season may appropriately end. He said: 


In the name of my companions, who represent 
here the men who fought, permit me to hope 
the attachment formed in these days around 
this monument which is to be erected will be re- 
newed in 100 vears, and will again celebrate the 
vietory which joined our fathersin comradeship 
and alliance, 


The forecast of another commemoration 
100 years hence brings distinctly in view the 
close of the season of glorification, congrat- 
ulation, and fond recollection through which 
the American people have lately been pass- 
ing. We have had a whole group of centen- 
nials, beginning with the first note of rebellion 
at Lexington and Concord, and running 
through the vicissitudes of six weary and 
bloody years to the final surrender at York- 
town. It is so long since the centennial 
season began that the younger members of 
the household of faith may be pardoned for 
supposing that it is a normal condition of the 
American citizen to be always celebrating 
the heroism of his forefathers and never ex- 
hibiting any himself. 

When we began to celebrate at Lexington 
and Concord in 1875 Gen. Grant was the 
President of the United States, and he at- 
tended with nearly his whole Cabinet. There 
was also an imposing delegation from the 
South, and the era of reconciliation was then 
by authority underlined to begin. Bunker 
Hill came next, and it elicited a still greater 
burst of enthusiasm and National feeling. 
The following year was the Centennial Ex- 
positio at Philadelphia, marking the one- 
hundredth year since the Declaration of In- 
dependence, It was a worthy testimonial to 
so important an event, and exceeded both in 
its duration and the splendor and variety of 
its display any similar enterprise ever under- 
taken on this continent. In 1877 was cele- 
brated the battle of Saratoga, whiich 
turned the tide in the war for inde- 
pendence and first presaged the ultimate 
triumph of the colonists. And at various 
times in the last six years the less important 
victories of the Revolution have been com- 
memorated by neighborhoods or States, or 
even by more considerable portions of the 
people. The battles of Harlem Plains and 
White Plains, Bennington, Brandywine, 
Trenton, Monmouth, Savannah, Stony 
Creek, Stony Point, Cowpens, and Guilford 
have each had a place in the affectionate re- 
membrance of the people; and though some 
of them were at the perilously near to 


defeats, they are all credited as witnesses to 
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Now comes * 
the most pleasant of all the Revo- 
lutionary period to American citizens. , It 
signalized not only the complete extinction 
of the royalist cause, but it was a public and 
humiliating proclamation of what Chatham 
had said years before, You cannot, my 
lortis, you cannot conquer America.” As 
Yorktown brought the war to a close, so it 
must for a time, at least, put an end to the 
centennial period. There are literally no 
more victories, or defeats either, to celebrate. 


There is no event in the history of the Gov- 


ernment after the war for six years to excite 
the admiration of the most partial patriot. It 
was a time of narrow provinejal jealousies ; of 
commerctal and financial prostration follow- 
ing upon the exhaustion of so great a war; 
of weakness at home and contempt abroad. 
Not until the adoption of the National Con- 
stitution, which may be fitly celebrated eight 
years henee, did the potential greatness of 
the American Republic make itself felt. 

Yorktown, then, must bring the centénnial 
period to a close. Looking back over the six 
years that have passed, we may perceive that 
the celebrations, besides ministering to a 
proper National pride, have served a more 
useful purpose. They have kept alive the 
memories of the achievements of the fathers 
of the Republic, and, in recalling the Nation 
to a day of small affairs, have perhaps also 
inculcated the lessons of a purer and more 
seli-denying type of patriotism than is now 
commonly met with. Henteforth Americans 
may realize, too, that they can no longer lay 
claim to the indulgence which is accorded to 
a young and untried nation. We have sud- 
denly become venerable. At least one cent- 
ury is looking down upon us; and it is, in 
the words of the late President, La century 
crowded with perils, but crowned with the 
triumphs of liberty and of love.” The Amer- 
ican people will be fortunate indeed if at 
the close of asecond century as much can 
be said of them by the chosen Chief Magis- 
trate of that time,

THE LATEST IRIGH PROCLAMATION. 

The rapid procession of events in Ireland 
indicates the desperation of the contending 
parties. When Mr. Parnell made his defiant 
speeches in denunciation of the Land bill 
of the motives of Mr. Gladstone the latter 
promptly responded in denunciation of the 
league and of Parnell. Parnell, with true 
Irish vehemence, fired back hotter than he 
gotat the English Minister, and in time, as he 
probably expected, was arrested with other 
leadeis of the league and imprisoned. 

The imprisoned executives of the league, 
claiming to represent nearly the whole Irish 
people, and doubtless expecting them to 
obey the authority of the league, then issued 


their command that no rent be paid in all 


Ireland until the Government released the 
leaders of the league and recognized its 
rights. This was an extreme measufe of de- 
fiance to British law, authority, and Govern- 
neg, and perhaps the most efficacious for 
its purpose provided the people of Ireland 
should@adopt the advice and the order thus 


gives them. But Mr. Gladstone, declaring 


that the “resources of civilization had not 
yet been exhausted,“ issued a counter-mani- 
festo, declaring in the name of the Queen 
the Land League to be a treasonable organiza- 
tion, and cominanding her subjects in Ire- 
land to discontinue all association with it, and 
to disobey and disregard its orders and its 
laws. 

This proclamation had the instant effect of 
making the league an illegal organization 
and of prohibiting any meeting of its mem- 
bers in any part of the Kingdom. Any meet- 
ing of the league or qny of its branghes here- 
after must be asa secret society, the mem- 
bers of which may be arrested and held for 
treason. 

These various moves and counter-moves 
on the chess-board have brought the issue in 
Ireland to a narrow point. On the one hand 
the league demands that the people hence- 
forth shall pay no rent until the British 
Government shall reeognize the rights of the 
league, and then shall only pay such rent as 
the league shall direct. If the farmers obey 
the league, then all Ireland will be speedily 
reduced to a state of general dissolution; the 
whole people will be evicted; no land will be 
cultivated, no crops grown, no labor em- 
ployed, and the milljgns ot wretched inhabit- 
ants will only be rescued from starvation by 
such contributions of food as may be sent 
them from this and other countries. In the 
meantime Ireland will be a mere military 
camp. Landlords will get no rent, and Ire- 
land will be a waste. 

Pending the decision by the people & Tre- 
land whether they will, or will not, obey the 
order of Land-League chiefs to pay no rent, 
the Land Court, created by the Land bill of 
the last session of Parliament, has been or- 
ganized. This court is composed of three 
gentlemen of Irish birth, two of them select- 
ed because of their known sympathy with 
the tenants, and the third because of his 
ability and 0 among and because of his 
general fairnes® and integrity. This court 
sits to receive applications for leases of land. 
Under the law the principal and most im- 
portant duty is to hear the application, and 
if the tenant and landlord do not agree as to 
the rent to be paid the court is to visit and 
inspect the land, and without reference to 
what has been paid before, and discarding 
the value of all improvements heretofore 
made, except those made by the jandlord, 
they have to fix and declare what sum an- 
nually the court finds to be “a fair rent.“ 
If this finding de satisfactory to the tenant, 
a lease of fifteen years, with all the privileges 
and rights secured by the Land bill, is 
granted to him. 

The court has a difficult and serious duty 
to perform, and apon the manner in which 
they perform that duty the immediate and 
future peace and prosperity of irvland will 
depend. 

It is conceded that the rents hitherto ex- 
acted in Ireland are excessive and confisca- 
tory. It is admitted that the tenants cannot 
produce evén in the seasons of the largest 
crops more than enough to pay the rent and 
feed their families, Especially since the 
American competition of breadstuffs and 
live-stock and meats it is impossible for the 
tenants in Ireland, or even in England and 
Scotland, in seasons of average crops, to save 
a dollar. oro expend one in improving the 
land or its means of cultivation. 

What will be the character of the findings of 
this Lad Court? That it will reduce the rate 
of rent is certain, but to what extent will 
this reduction be made? If the rents be re- 
duced to such rate as will merely enable the 
tenant to live- that is, obtain food, a few 
clothes, and continue to inhabit his mud 
hut—then binding him to pay this rent with- 
out change for fifteen years will only perpet- 
uate the poverty of the people, and prevent 
any improvement in their condition or in the 
condition of the land. If, however, this 
court shall have the courage to reduce the 
rents to such rates as will enable the people 
in average seasons to have a few dollars 
with which from time to time to drain their 
lands, to build fences, to buy a plow and a 
horse, to put up a habitable tenement, and 
such out-houses as they may need, then the 
tenants, seeing some chanee in the futu re, 


will in all probability accept the long leases. \ 


This Land Vourt has it in its power to ex- 
ercise a direct influence upon the public 
mind in this conflict betw ween the Govern- 
ment and the Land League. In its reduction 
of the rent it will unquestionably have we 
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the owuers to the occupiers, This 
will be a natural one following the great 
of revenue to the present owners and the 
creased means in the hands of the people 
with which to purchase the land.

The correctness of this list is open to 
doubt, as the composition of the new Cabinet 
cannot certainly be known until the nomina- 
tions have been actually sent in to the Ben- 
ate. But it will be observed that all the per- 
sons prominently mentioned in connection 
with the new Cabinet belong to the same and 
minority wing of the Republican party, and 
at least four of the names above given ap- 
pear in all the published lists. 

The first criticism which will be made on 
the Cabinet above given, or any other like it, 
will be that it does not represent the major- 
ity of the party, ora single elementof con- 
cession. ‘Lhere would seem to be a atudied 
purpose on the part of the Acting President, 
if he should call such advisers about him, to 
ignore that vast majority of the Republican 
party which opposed third-termism and 
nominated Gen. Garfield at Chicago. The 
country could not but regard this as a most 
unfortunate policy. The opponents of the 
third term (and they composed nearly two- 
thirds of the Chicago Convention) do not 
need representation in President Arthur's 
Cabinet half so much as he needs to have 
them represented. It is not nearly so impor- 
tant to them as itis to him that he should 
understand their feelings and consult them 
in the direction of his Administration. Presi- 
dent Gartield clearly recognized the fact that 
the whole party had elected him, and that 
he could not hope to heve a successful 
Administration unless he should be in close 
sympathy and communication with all the 
elements that contributed to put him in his 
great ce. Hence his Cabinet was as 
nearly as could be a mathematical acknowl 
edgment of his indebtedness to all the can- 
didates at Chicago and their supporters. He 
chose for his “ constitutional advisers” two 
prominent Grant men—James and Lincoln; 
two representatives of the Blaine wing—Mr. 
Blaine himself and Mr. Kirkwood; one orig- 
inal Sherman man—Mr. Wayne MacVeagh; 
and two who were not actively identified 
with any of the leading candidates— Messrs. 
Windom and Hunt. If rumor does not do 
him an injustice, Senator Windom was in- 
elined to favor Gen. Grant’s pretensions, and 
held off Minnesota from Blaine by becoming 
a candidate himself. On this supposition 
President Garfield appointed three of his op- 
ponents to the Cabinet—men who, if they 
had been in the convention, would have 
voted against him, while he gave places only 
to four of his personal supporters. 

Gen. Arthur, if he should appoint such 
a Cabinet as that above given, would 
go to the other extreme. He would choose 
his advisers exclusively not merely from 
the ranks of those who supported him 
at Chicago, but trom the number of those 
who espoused actively, aggressively, and in 
some States offensively, the third-term 
idea. Gen. Arthur himself, it should be ob- 
served, was made a candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency not by the friends of the third 
term, but by its opponents, many of whom 
voted for him. He was nominated by the 
anti-third-term Ohio delegation, and re- 
ceived 154 votes more than Gen. Grant did in 
any one of thirty-five ballots. It will savor 
of ingratitude, therefore, for Gen. Arthur, 
in the composition of his Cabinet, to reeog- 
nize only the minority faction who clung to 
a lost cause, and to make the grievance of 
any man, even though that man should be 
Gen. Grant, more conspicuous in his Admin- 
istration than his own personal and party ob-

TYNER’S QUEER REPORT. 

It is a very simple story as told in the dis- 
patches from Washington—the story of the 
dereliction of First-Assistant-Postmaster- 
General Tyner. As the story runs, Mr. 
Tyner discovered, two years ago, the star- 
route frauds—discovered them by a personal 
Inspection of the service. After this dis- 
covery he returned to Washington, seated 
himself at his desk, and proceeded to write, 
with his own hand, a voluminous report on 
the subject; attacking the star-route service, 
entering into details, pointing out extrava- 
gance, favoritism, and fraud, and condemn- 
ing the conduct of the service in severe 
terms. Then Mr. Tyner put this report in 
his desk, turned the key on it, and there it 
lay until, by accident, it fell nnder the eye of 
Postmaster-General James. Simple as this 
story is, it is, all the same, a queer story. 

The long service of Mr. Tyner in the Post- 
Office Department warrants the belief that 
he might have known of the existence of the 
star-route frauds without making a tour of 
observation to the frontier. The conclusion 
is almost irresistidie that he must have known 
of their existence after an extended tour de- 
voted especiaily to an investigation of the 
service and its workings. That he should 
have written such a report as he is alleged to 
have written was therefore but the logical 
sequence of his investigations. But why did 
he lock the report in his desk? If when he 
wrote it he intended to lock it in his desk 
why did he write it? Did the chiefs of the 
star-route ring know of the existence of the 
report? The assumption that they did in- 
volves the suggestion that its author was 
himself a member of the ring. Butif he 
was a member of the ring why did he write 
the report? If the report layin Tyner’s desk 
during the year and a halt while the ring 
continued to steal and divide, seen of no man, 
it was something far more feeble than an or- 
dinary brutum fulmen: it did not rise even 
to the dignity of bluster. 

Did Tyner discover for the first time the 
star-route frauds on his tour of the frontier ? 
Was he shocked and astontaped at the mag- 
nitude of the robbery of which his depart- 
ment had been the victim, and did he resolve 
to expose the thieves? This may have been 
the fact, and he may have written the report 
in good faith with intent. to do his duty. 
What, then, induced him to hide the report 
— his desk? Did he have an inter- 

view with Brady, and did Brady corrupt 
him? Or did Brady bluster, and threaten 
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4 vite dusty and yellow with age, 
is witness of its author's weaknegs, or of 
his complicity in the star-route frauds. One 
or the other of these conclusions is irresisti- 
ble, assuming the story of the report to be 
true. One of these conciusions was long 
ago reached by Postmaster-General James 
reached when the report with a queer his.

Peak, Utah, and the Union Pacific was to ex- 
tend its Utah Southern from its present 


terminus tothe same point, and that from 
thence the two roads were to build a line 
jointly through the Big Trees and the Yo- 
semite Valley to San Francisco. In consid- 
eration of making such an arrangement, Jay 
Gould was torun his Texas & Pacific Line 
to Albuquerqué and take its business over 
the Atlantic &“Pacific Line. Then the At- 
chison, Topeka & ‘Santa Fé, Union 
Pacific, and Texas Pacific were to 
enter into an arrangement for the main- 
tenance of uniform rates, or a pooling 
of their business. The object of Gould in 
entering into such negotiations was to be- 
come independent of the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railreads, as thereby the 
Union Pacific would secure an independent 
line to San Francisco, and the Texas Pacifica 
good outlet via the Atlantic & Pacific.

On 
the other hand, it is fair to say that the Lou- 
isville & Nashville and the Cole-Seney peo- 
ple have already made a friendly arrange- 
ment involving the Norfolk & Western and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia 
Roads, and it is barely possible that the 
friendly relations these negotiation brought 
about have gone further. As to Col. Cole 
perfecting the Macon & Brunswick 
rather than build the Atlanta Extension, it 
must be remembered that he has only paid in 
$250,000, the Legislature at its last session 
having refused to take the $800,000 balance 
that + offered to pay, objecting to the 
United States bonds that he offered. It is 
probable that he has made enough out of the 
road to reimburse hia for the $250,000 al- 
ready paid, so that his forfeiture would 
amount to little beyond giving up a very 
valuable property that had been bought ata 
very low price. It is impossible to estimate 
the amount of money already spent in the 
actual purchase and work on the extension. 
It cannot be much less than half a million 
dollars. This is exclusive, of course, of the 
enormous amount of steel rails purchased, 
which can be easily put upon the market 
and sold at little or no loss if the parties in 
charge have determined to suspend build- 
ing.’ 


INTERESTING FIGURES. 

Some interesting returns are published of 
the passenger traffic on the railways in En- 
land and Wales. Those for Scotland and Ire- 
gland are not included. From them it ap- 
pears that in 1880 the number of vassengers 
carried was almost 541,000,000, of whom 322. 
000,000 were first class, 58,000,000 second class, 
and 451,000,000 third clas. Even this is ex- 
clusive of season-ticket passengers, of whom 
there were 1,280,366, and whose trips must 
have numbered between three and four hun- 
dred millions more. Thus the gross number 
of passengers carried in one year must have 
been nearly thirty-five times as many as the 
entire population. The most surpris- 
ing feature about these returns is the 
increase of third-class passengers. In 
1850 the third-class passengers were only 
four times as many as the first-class; and the 
Hirst and second class together outnumbered 
the third. In 1860 the number of passengers 
in the several classes was, by millions, first, 
17; second, 48; third, 77. In Wo it was: 
First, 28; second, 68; third, 199. In the last 
ten years there has been an addition of only 
16 per cent to the first-class; 4 decrease of 14 
per cent in the second; ani an increase of 
126 per cent in the third. The sum of the 
first and second class passengers was less by 
several millions in 1880 than in 1870, while 
the increase in third class was more than 
250,000,000. In the same decade the number 
of season-ticket holders was more than 
doubled.

Why is Mr. Villard preparing to 
build 5,000 miles of feeders for the Northern 
Pacific? Have they all got these vicious 
construction rings iu their bellies? Not a 
doubt of it; yet where are the evidences of 
disaster and uin? And whose business is 
it, anyhow, if those who buy their bonds are 
satistied with the security ? 

Jam not writing in defense of it, but why 
single out the Rio Grande for denunciation ? 
Is it because it has built 7 mile of its 
road without subsidies, and the Union Pacific 
never built a mile without them until it was 
forced to? Horace F. Clark testified before 
a committee of the Ilouse ip 1873 that every 
railroad constructed in the country in fil- 
teen years had been built by a Credit Mo- 
bilier“ orconstruction company—an inside 
ring of the Directors, their friends, or tools. 
The practice has been universal since. There 
is no reason to denounce the Rio Grande on 
this account, unless, indeed, like Codman, 
one has not been given or allowed. to sub- 
scribe for any of the stock, and has been 
given or has bought some of @ rival road. 
Codinan sneers about the small need of 
railroads in the mining Territories, yet 
the truth is that no rulroad in 
any of them has ever proved a failure; and 
there is more transportation in and out of 
Utah or of Colorado now in a week than 
there was prior to the railroad era in a year. 
Look at the enormous business of the Union 
Pacific over a route that a daily. stage satis- 
fied twelve years ago. Settlement and culti- 
vation in this cauntry seldom outrun the rail- 
roads: and, with a million 8 seeking 
our shores from the Old World yearly, 
whether Codman wants them or not, they 
are not likely to fall far behind them. lf the 
railroads hadewaited for * some development 
to warrant such a prodigious railroad ex- 
tension,“ as Codman seems to want them to 
in Utah (particularly the Rio Grande peo- 
ple), the country wouldn't have been 
what it is in fifty years. Be 
assured, the Rio Grande made asad mistake 
(let us hove it may not prove fatal) when 
they overlooked Capt. Codman. Had they 
allowed him to get hold of ten or twenty 
shares of that Mexican Credit Mobilier stock 
at bed-rock, their paths would have been 
pleasant, and all their ways peace, so far as 
he was concerned. As it is, the Union Pa- 
cifie has stolen a march on them. It is only 
fair that the public should know it, since it

The officers of the railroads running in 
and out of the Union Depot at St. Louis and 
the officials of the Union Railway & Transit 
Company held a meeting at St. Louis 
Wednesday, regarding the claim of the 
Transit & Depot Company that the railroads 
should pay the amount of $2,400 per month, 
which it costs to switch cars around the 
depot.

The projected line starts froin 
Irondale, in Iron County, and runs through 
lron, Washington, and Dent Counties to the 
southern line of Texas County, where it 
strikes the Kansas City. Springfield & Mem- 
phis Railroad. The length of the line will 
be about 110 miles, and will tap a fertile and 
richly-timbered country, giving St. Louis 
another valuable railroad tributary. 


The extensive addition to the elevator on 
Goose Island, owned and operated by the 
Chicago & Pacitic Elevator Company, being 
now completed, the receiving of grain will 
be commenced today. This elevator now 
has a capacity for over 1,000,000 bushels, 
with facilities for receiving 250 and deliver- 
ing 2 cars sintultaneousiy every ten hours, 
besides receiving fram canal boats 3,500 
bushels and, delivefing to vessels 30,00 
busheis per hour.

The regular differences in rates will apply 
on business from Philadelphia and Baltimore. 


The Michigan Central people have taken 
no steps as yet to meet the low rates to local 
points on its road in Michigan, established 
by the Grund Trunk day before yesterday, 
and the officials in this city do not know 
whether any steps will be taken at present 
to meet the low Grand Trunk rates or not. 
Vanderbilt is directing the battle himself, 
and no steps can be taken without his orders, 
It has been his policy thus far to take no 
notice whatever of the Grand Trunk, and, as 
he is a very stubborn, persistent man, he is 
likely to rather lose a portion of the local 
Michigan passenger business than to ac- 
knowledge after all that he was mistaken 
in his pretensions that the Grand Trunk was 
not worthy of his notice. He cannot meet 
the low rates made by the Grand Trunk to 
Michigan points without admitting that heis 
hurt by the action of that road.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Kenogua, Wis., Oct. 21.—It now looks as 
though the torgeries of young Thiers would 
amount to about $80,000, forged deeds, as- 
signments of mortgages, and other evidences 
of rascality to nearly that amount having al- 
ready been discovered, and when the fact is 
considered that many of those for whom 
Thiers acted as lawyer, and whose surplus 
money he was in the habit of investing, 
live in the country and have not 
yet heard of his flight, it will 
be seen that the chances for the 
coming to light of further crooked transac- 
tions on his part are exceedingly good. Up 
to last night it was though that the total 
amount of the forgeries and swindles would 
not exceed $40,000, but a vigorous hunting 
upof people today has resulted in unearth- 
ing the fact that the victims of the young 
man are more numerous than was at first 
supposed, and, if the returns continue to 
come in as rapidly as they have during the 
past twenty-four hours, it may result in 
swelling the total of the plunder to $100,- 
600. At present the list of victims is as fol- 
lows:

It was supposed until this morning that 
Jacob Waldeck, a well-known Mi] waukeean, 
had been bled to the tune of $5,000 on one of 
the forged Pennoyer mortgages, but it seems 
that such is not the case. Tue TRIBUNE re- 
porter found Mr. Waldeck at the office of 
the Recorder of Deeds this morning. IIe is 
a somewhat excitable German, of portly 
form, and was in excellent humor 
with himself, having just discovered 
that the ‘only mortgage held by him 
which Thiers had handled was genuine, and 
that consequently the $2.500 which he had 
invested in the document would not be lost. 
Mr. Waldeck stated that Theirs had done 
business for him for several years, and that 
he had always entertained for the young 
man the greatest respect and confidence. 
The wayin which he escaped buying the 
fraudulent $5,000 mortgage on the Pennoyer 
property was curious, and shows that Mr. 
Waldeck only escaped losing his money 
by the most palpable kind of 
a “scratch.” Thiers brought the document 
to him, and recommended it as a first-class 
investment, all ot which Waldeck was ready 
to believe. But in reading over the instru- 
ment he noticed that it was dated Jan. 1, 
and, having in some manner got it into his 
head that no legal document drawn on, that 
day was binding in its nature, he declined 
purchasing. Thiers said he would have the 
date changed, but before this was done (the 
occurrence took place last June) Waldeck 
had thought the matter over more carefully 
and decided not to invest. 

Uriel Neuman, whom Thiers is stated to 
have mulcted in the suin of $10,000, is a 
farmer living near here, and President of the 
First National Bank. He was not in town 
today, and the cashier of the institution over 
which he presides declined to give any in- 
formation concerning the matter. The 
facts in the case of Yule _ and 
Guichard, who have been let in for 
$9,000 and 810.000 respectively, were 
given in yesterday’s dispateh. In regard to 
the fraudulent transfers of vessel property, 
not much is known, the victims being non- 
residents. 

The story of Thiers’ escape as told in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE, although substactially 
correct, was in one respect deficient. Lnstead 
ot taking the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
train after driving over to that 
road from Milwaukee, it seems that 
Thiers missed it, and returned 
to Musdegon, where he hired a rig at 
George’s livery stable and secured a man to 
drive it—not one of the barn rag ee buta 
fellow whom he found in a billiard hall. 
After the rig had been absent some time, 
George became suspicious that Thiers was a 
horse-thief, and started a party in pursuit. 
They came up with Thiers near Glencoe, 
and the fleeing lawyer, imagining that his 
pursuers were officers of the law, jumped 
from the buggy and struck out for the 
timber. George's men fred Thiers’ 
companion out of the buxgy and returned to 
Waukegan. Thiers stayed in the woods for 
an hour or so, and then came to the depot 
and boarded the train which reaches Chicago 
at 7:30 p.m. The impression here is that he 
is Still in that city, and that his capture is 
only a matter of time. This morning several! 
of his victims held an informal meeting and 
resolved to offer a reward of $1,000 for 
Thiers’ captuge. 5

The statements of these parties all 
correspond, and indicate that between 
5:30 and 6 p. m. Wednesday little Robert, 
then playing in front of his father’s house, 
was approached by the man and persuaded 
to accompany him to some store east of Sixth 


street, on Porter, for the purpose of gett 

sume candy, having first created the idea o 
good faith in the mind of the child by giv- 
ing some to his playmates. The man was 
joined by the woman shortly after, probably 
without entering any store, as promised, as 
none of the retailers thereabouts remember 
any such occurrence, and together they re- 
turned westward hurriedly until out of the 
neighborhood and danger of immediate de- 
tection, after which their movements are 
a matter of mere svecutation.

A YOUNG GIRL’S DEATH. 

Borra.o, N. Y., Oct. 21.— The mystery at- 
tending the death of Miss Nellie Wright, the 
young lady whose lifeless body was foundin 
the Erie Canal at Albion, in this State, three 
or four weeks ago, has been partially solved. 
The case was in its circumstances very simi- 
lar to that of Jennie Cramer, in New Haven, 
Conn. The young lady had been led astray 
and ruined by a young man named Fred E. 
Hopkins, and it was at first supposed that 
he had murdered her in order to get her out 
of the way. The Coroner’s inquest has 
been in progress for two or three weeks, and 
the jury has finally reached a verdict to the 
effect that Nellie Wright died of the effects of 
strychnine administered by her own hand 
while suffering great mental distress, or from 
a wound in the head. The jury are unable 
to determine whether the wound was made 
by Fred E. Hopkins or was accidentally in- 
flicted. It is the opinion of the jury that 
liopkins, alone or with assistance, placed 
Neilie’s dead body in the canal with intent 
to conceal it Hopkins gave bail in 82,500 to 
appear at the next term of the court.

MINNESOTA BONDS. 


The Struggle Now Going Forward in 
the Legislature to Settie the Question 
of Payment or Repudtation. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Oct. 21.—The bond ques- 
tion continues fairly to divide publie interest 
with the Senatorial election in the special 
session t the Legislature. Through all the 
excitement of caucussing and canvassing, the 
friends of a settlement are steadily pushing 
their plan through the successive legislative 


stages. The bill introduced in the Senate 


early in the session, which is the bill of last 
March, for payment of the old debt by the is- 
sue of new bonds to half its amount, has been 
favorably reported by the Finance Commit- 
tee, to which it was referred, and is now the 
topic of a rather languid and uninteresting 
debate. It is generally considered that the 
debate of last winter left little to say upon 
the subject, but the legislative tradition that 
demands a certain amount of speech-making 
is respected. Two or three partial test votes 
and a careful poll of the Senate leave 
little doubt that the bill will pass there as 

the Senatorial election is out of 
the way. 

‘The real struggie will come in the House, 
where the repudiation party is musterum its 
strongest forces. The bill will not reach the 
House before the end of nextgweek, but the 
tactics of the anti-bond party have already 
been revealed by preliminary motions. An 
effort will be made first to to defeat con- 
sideration of the question of settlement at 
this session, and put the whole question over 
until after the next election. If this fails a 
policy of delay and obstruction will 
adopted by the repudiationists; the same 
policy, indeed, that they have followed for 
fifteen years, since this plan of vaying the 
ponds was first broached. You can’t find a 
man throughout tha whole length and 
breadth of Minnesota—least of all in the 
Legislature—who will admit that he is in 
favor of repudiating any part of the 
old debt. They all want to pay ail 
the State is legally and morally bound to pay; 
e next two or 
three generations to leisurely investigations 
to diseover what the legal indebtedness is. 

One resolution is now pending in the 
Honse, having gone over under notice of de- 
bate, declaring that no action shall be taken 
on the bond question this session. It is hard- 
ly likely that this will pass, though several 
county conventions insiructed their Repre- 
sentatives to vote for it. Next will come an 
obstructive resolution, introdueed by Jud 
Wilson, of Winona, the ablest man and 
acknowledged leader among the repudiation- 
ists, This resolution recites that Selah Cham- 
berlain, the largest holder of the old railway 
bonds, had a certain connection with the 
companies for whose benefit they were is- 
sued; that those companies agreed to aus- 
sume all liability for the yment of the 
bonds, principal and nterest ; 
calls for the appointment of a committee to 
determine whether Chamberlain's connection 
with the old companies does not constitute 
an estoppel of hisclaims. This raises the 
old question of the liability of the State for 
the debt. This has been decided by the 
Supreme Courts of the State and the United 
States in collateral cases two or three tim 
but it will still serve to confuse the mind o 
the rural member and delay action upon the 
settlement. This is the use that is to be 
made of the resolution. Just how effective

INDIGNANT WEST SIDERS. 


The eitizens of that portion of the Twelfth 
Ward lying west of the raiiroad tracks have 
called a meeting for this evening at the bail 
corner of Madison street and California avenue 
for the purpose of protesting against the action 
of the West Division Railway Company in with- 
drawing what were known as the “ Califoruia- 

cars” from the Madison street 
it seems, were taken 
and a new time- 
t eifect, which, in lou 
of the “California cars.” added one more 
“transfer’’ car from Western avenue to the 
park., The transfers are ran every twelve min- 
utes now, instead of every twenty, as before the 
withdrawal of the California avenue cars, 
which ran every twelve minutes. The trans- 
fers. however, do not give satisfaction. A re- 
porter conversed witb one of the indignant citi- 
genus of Oalifornia avenue, who said the cars 
runuing to that street were the best patronized 
and consequentiy the best paying cars on the 
live. It was po uncommon thing for them to ke 
well filled before leaving California avenue, 
while the cars arriving from down town in the 
atternoon and evening were always 
crowded. These people would be put 
to great inconvenience and annoyance 
by being compeiled to transfer at Western ave- 
nue, and the speaker suid emphatically they 
uid not put up with it. The nuisance of 
eihnsferring was unbearable. It was no un- 
common thing for a passenger to lose from five 
to twenty minutes in being transferred, besides 
having to wade halt a biock througn mud. and 
slush, and rain. The managers did not have the 
good senee to run the cars alongside each other 
and allow the passengers to step from one to 
the other, but compelled the truveler to get out 
and huntup a man who carries the transfer 
tickets in his pocket. and then walk half a block 
to where the transfer cars are kept stdnding. 
And if he fails to find the ticket man, then be is 
forced to pay a second fare. These aunoyances 
are especially unbearable in bad weather 
and when there ure large crowds to be 
transferred, as when ople are going to the 
races ur to the park. he gentieman suid if the 
California avenue cars were not restored he 
should urge an arrangement with the Pan-

The cuse was appealed to the Supreme 
Court which set aside the verdict and justified 
the action of the officers in tearing down the 
roof put up in violation of the ordinance, The 
court held that the city had a right to tear down 
a building erected in violauon of the ordinance 
without any preliminary judicial proceeding, 
where it was declared a nuisance by ordinance 
of the Council.

The deaths yesterday jumped up to forty- 
eight, four of which were from typhoid. An- 


other case of small- pox was sheltered within 


the Health Office yesterday morning. This thing 
is getting sg frequent and so many people are 
unnecessarily exposed that the City Council 
should take some action looking toward the 
erecuon of u retention hospital awuy from tne 
City-Hall. For small- pox cases to come daily to 
the building, and for the pest-house ambulance 
to drive down there for them, is dangerous and 
disgusting. The germs of the disease are spreud 
among peopie ignorant of the fact that the 
plague is among them. 
Zymotic diseases continue to prevail to a de- 
ree hitherto unkoown at this time of year. 
ere is an alarm discrepancy between the 
death-certificates and the number of deaths 
from smali-pox reported. The Registrar of 
Vital Statistics gy, en eleven certificates of 
death yesterday, While the Health Oilicers 
claimed to have the record of but two. This 
iooks queer upon its face. A death from smuaii- 
X was reported from No. 136 Barber street. 
‘he victim is named Michael J. Ford. He dieda 
day or two ago, without au attending physician. 
They beld a wake over him night before last. 
aud there were a number of old women, mothers 
of large families, present. The disease which 
killed Ford was contiuent smali-pox, and these 
people watched, sang. and prayed over him, view- 
ing the beautiful corpse that was sending out 
deadly germs in every direction. The house 
wherein this death occurred is directly opposit 
the West Fourteenth Street School House. The 
Principai of this school bas been notitied to ad- 
mit no children from any house on Barber 
street, because smali-pox prevails in every 
house almost on the street. It is a sad com- 
mentary upon the vigilance of the health au- 
thorities that these things occur. The disease is 
spreading far more than the authorities will ad- 
mit, and itis very apparent that the public is 
being deceived. Not nearly all the cases, nor 
all the deaths are reported. A different system 
of ins is necessary to bring about a more 
satisfactory result. Vaccinution

Why, the Call Board occupied only ten 
minutes in calling wheat and corn this after- 
noon. Provisions, though, are attracting notice, 
us the packing season draws near, and there will 
be pleuty of speculation before snow flies.”

The ordinance granting aright of way along 
State street to the Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany was engrossed. This ordinance provides 
that the company will keep the streetin good 
repair, etc., and stipulates that unless the tracks 
are laid inside of a year the ordinance shall be 
void. The ordinance aiso provides that the com- 
pany shall use animal power only.“ 

The Controller reported that the late oil in- 
spector, Stephen W. Wheeler, is a defaulter to 
the amount of $101. The board instructed the 
attorney to institute proceedings to recover the 
same from bis bondsmes. 

The IIIinois Centra’ Railroad Company pre- 
sented a petition fora right of way from South 
Chicago to Parkside, containing the signature of 
a majority of the property-owners along the 
line, as required by the village ordinance. Ac- 
tion on this matter was again deferred. 

The Health Officer made his report for the 
month of September, which showed forty-four 
births and fifty-one deaths duriug the month. 
Eleven of these deaths were from diphtheria 
and one of typbo-malarial fever. The death- 
rate is 2.04 per thousand monthly. Only two of 
these fifty-one aeaths were at Pullman, 

Sergt. Hendricks, of the police force, was dis- 
missed upon’ recommendation of the Captain 
for neglect of duty.

The Board of Trustees held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon.

small backing, so the people who do pot believe 
that “property is robbery” need not take to 
the mountains and hide in caves just yet.

To the Editor of The Chicago 
CHIGAGO, et. z1.— The press have had much 
to say about Chicago as an attractive summer- 
resort, but little, comparatively, has been said 
or known concerning the valuable mineral wa- 
tera which come up through its soil. Trae, we 
have no mineral springs, se called, but we have 
that whith is better—more than daf a dozen 
deep artesian sells which bring to the surface 
with ever renewed purity, fresune . and force, 
mineral waters whose properties are as berefi- 
cial as Wat of any spring to be found in Vir- 
ginia or New York. Sulphur, iron, and many 
ether ingredients are present in varying and 
agreeabie proportions in all of our artesian weil 
waters. These mincral properties are traceable, 
1 think, to beds of iron ore (containing sulphur, 
etc.) which isdound underneath the sand ridges 
skirting the sbores of Lake Michigan, and was 
dotbtiess brought bere from the north during 
the great drift period. Or it may be that our 
deep artesianjwells strike or ta subterranean 
Dody of water tloowmg from or extending 
to the igon region of Lake Superior—the 
tormer pposition I believe to be the 
correct one, as a species of iron ore 
has been found in quantity by dieging near this 
city. Proximity to Lake Michigan .seems to 
bave affected the artesian welis at Liucolu and 
Washington Parks, whose waters are ligater aad 
freer from iron and suipher than those at Hum- 
boldt, Central, and Douglas Parks. The well 
waters ag the latter nave also a slightly 
saline taste. All of these strong qualities are 
less noticeable after the water has stood awhile 
exposed to the air. Few persons ih Chicago—not 
one in ten—fiave any idea what virtues these 
mineral waters pussess; but the day is not far 
distant when thousands of our citizens, and not 
merely hundreds as now, wiil Hock to these 
wells to partake of thet Realing, invigorating 
medicine which nature has prepared in store for 
these whose systems are debilitated or deranged 
and need a simple ‘tonic. Chicago will yet be 
eelebrated for her ngineral weils, and multitudes 
Will come bere for the express pacnces of lin- 
bibing these whulc#ome waters. he number of 
people who patrenize these artesian wells, 
drinking on the spot or carrying home their wa- 
ters for table use, is rapidly increasing, and it is 
to induce others to partake and derive bewetit 
therefrom that this article is written. And [ 
would suggest, as each well differs in some de- 
grec trom the others, that your reporter inter- 
view each park board aud induce them, if pos- 
sible, to have an analysis made of the water 
from each artesian well and have the reports 
published in aid of science, health, and the pub- 
lie good.

CHICAGO, Oct, 21—A few months ago the 
property-oWners ane residents on Washington 
street were made supremely happy by the an- 
nouncement that their street had been turned 
over to the Park Board to be by them tgans- 
formed from an ordjnary street into a grand 
and magnificent boulevard. After long and 
careful deliberations, and much time, talent, 
and labor having been used and expended, the 
public were gratified by the passage of an 
ordinance by the board, setting forth in much

them would shine with greater brilliancy than 
in constructing boulevards. Messrs. MeCrea, 
Woodard, and Carter, it seems, control the 
whole business. They give instructions, coun- 
termand orders, change plans, and contract sep- 
arately and in bulk, so that the engineer and 
contractors are often at a loss to Know whom 10 
obey or what to do. Asa sam ple only of this‘we 
offer the following: Mr. Woodard instructs 
the contractor to place in front of Mr. Avers s 
lot (as a compliment to Mr. Avery, no doubt) 
mueh larger stone than is put elsewhere on the 
street and not calted for in the contract... When 
this is done, Carter comes along and sees Kk. and 
finds out who ordered it, and rushes off to Me- 
Crea, and these twa oi tall call on Woodard 
aud state to him their grievance, and, after 
these three tluck together awhiic, they conclude 
to condone the offense; and. fer the sake of 
uniformity, which they all three admire, they or- 
der the contractor to resume under the con- 
tract, and thus the oid saying that too many 
cooks spoll the broth” is here exemplitied, and 
the work goes slovenly on. ' 

Tne Park Board in letting the contracts ig- 
nored the ordiuance they themselves passed, in 
this: that the ordinance called for eighteen 
inches of stone, andthe contracts onlv call for 
fourteen invhes.

Yet the contract calls 
for granit that would pass through ap ioech and 
a hatt ring, and says nothing of cubes... We here 
submit that the board nad no legal right to 
make these changes, and that t may be 
brought to a knowledge of this ip” the hear 
future, When they attempt to force collection 
of the taxes, is not among the improbabilties. 
The contracts, we have shown, are not in ae- 
cordance with the uUrdinance, nor ie the work 
that is done t&eccordiag to contracts, 
and not as good. and the Combfhission- 
ers, notwitstanding the protest of Mr.

Now to what has this construction thus far 
led? Aithough the assessmest was for stone to 
pass through an men riug,in making up the 
contract the ordinance was entirely ignuered, 
and the words “inch and one-half” sub- 
stituted. When the contractor commenced 
delivering the granit he covered an en- 
tire block with stone, three-fourths of 
which would not comply with the contract 
Stones were put iu the street that were flat, and 
nearly as large as a common saucer, and be- 
cause of the objection of Mr. Ldwrence some of 
the larger ones were removed; but still these 
two blocks ure covered with stone, one-half of 
whieh are too large to comply with the con- 
tract, but through the word substantially are to 
be paid for at $4.80 per yard. 

Lut to what is the word substantially now 
leading? In consequence of the earnest pro- 
testof Commissioné? Lawrence anda large num- 
ber of taxpayers in the street, several car-loads 
of this stuff were gejected and put in piles upon 
the side streets. The contractors said they 
would sereen it, and only put on what would 
comply with the contract, but are usimg an inch 
and three-fourihs screen to fill an inch and 
one-half contract. The boles in the screen be- 
ing square, stones more than two inches avross 
puss through from corner to corner, and yet 
even this screening will not allow more than 
half this rejected stone to go on the street, Yet 
in the face of all this, Commissioners are still 
pleading with tbe President to use the word 
“substantially” instead of “ strictly.” 

If such coarse stone was fit, why had not the 
Commissioners advertised for such, and got 
them cheaper, as they surely could have done? 
That the granit is now coming some finer than 
at first is largely due to the repeated protests of 
of Mr. Lawreuce, who seems to be the only Com- 
missioner who stands up for having the work 
properly done. In view, therefore, of what has 
gone on the street already, and the present 
way of 4&creening what was rejected, 
why was not Mr. Lawrence justified in 
offering his resolution? Is it because it did not 
favor the contractors sufficiently? We think 
they have already been treated with sufficient 
leniency. It has beey Poor Jaiques” all the 
fall, and now it is likely to be Poor Amberg” 
for years tocome. We are advised that oni 
about one-fourth of the yards ot stone requ 
in the contract have been put upon the street, 
and yet we are witbin ten days of the time for 
completing the boulevard.

Private Dalzell Discourses of Letter 
Writing Among Politicians and Other 
Public Men ot This century. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CALDWELL, O., Oct, 20.—With one impor- 
tant exception—Grant, who is as reticent of 
pen as of tongue—the most successful public 
men I have known for twenty-five years were 
those whe were free with the epistolary pen. 

I have never yet addressed a letter to a pub- 


lie man who answered curtly or not at all,, 


who has made any mark in this century. 
This may provoke asmile. No, gentle reader, 
I do not mean what you are thinking of at 
all. I mean, however, that the man who is 
afraid of his shadow on paper canpot and 
will not succeedin this day of paper, ink, 
teleggams, letters, and newspapers. I verily 
believe that as aristocratic and sedentary as 
Charles Sumner was supposéd to be he 
never once permitted a correspondent to go 
unanswered, Garfield was free with the pen, 
andin histwenty years of public life scat- 
tered his kjnd and friendly letters with no 
stinted hand through all classes of society. 
from coal-diggers and farmers to Senators 
and Presklents. A man who hesitates to an- 
swer a letter, and to answer it fully, fairly, 
candidly, without reserve, when it comes 
from a respectable and friendly quarter, may 
do very well for a business manager, a 
banker, or a broker, but he will fail ufgerly 
in our politics. Afraid to put his foot iu it 
with his pen, the timid and selfish man de- 
clines to answer a friendly correspondent, 
and makes an enemy where he might make a 
friend. 

A man should always choose good station- 
ery, write his Dest. but with all that his let- 
ter is still a failure unless he put life into it. 
How? 1 cannot answer that question.

But here is your cautious, con- 
scientious old stager who appreciates in his 
dull, thick way the duty of making civil an- 
swers to civil inquiries addressed through 
the mails. It is a study to read his letters. 
You soon learn to read all men by their let- 
ters—to know them as well as if you had 
been brought up in the same household with 
them. Your powerful dull old fellow, once 
in oftice always in office, cultivates his cor- 
respondents. He manages to write much and 
nothing. He is adroit In saving nothing in 
the largest possible compass of verbiage. 
Then he is just going to say something. You 
read the remainder—it is noth after all. 
You cannot despise his dullness, for he is se 

racious and kind withal. Yet you can hard- 
y keep yo@r straight as your eye glances 
along his well-formed letters and elegant 
sentences, so full of barrenness as to leave 
no other or different impression than you 
used to get by reading the master’s stiff En- 
Elish text haud in youg old copy-books for- 
gotten ages ago. That is your dignified corre-

1 never 
lieard of a private letter published at the 
right time, judiciously, by a friendly hand, 
duthg other than good to its writer. Of 
course I mean in politics. 1 would not puta 
letter — and give it desk room if I knew 
it was written for publication, or as a mere 
conventional reply to get rid of me, and I can 
tell one of them as quickly as my cook can 
detect rotten eggs on sight! burn them. 
Penmanship is nothing—though one sees 
styles enough, dear knows. lam talking all 
the time of letters from public men engaged 
in politics. They write far better letters than 
dilettanti do; better than scholars and busi- 
ness men, because they know human nature 
better and on a larger scale. The poorest 
letter-writers are editors. ‘They cannot get 
down and away from the editorial style 
which is much the same as talking to a halt 
deaf man wy atrumpet.

Upon arriving at the foot 
of the stairs, Gen. Hartrauft and aids drew 
aside, and permitted the procession to pass up 
to the scaffold, after which be read the sentence 
of death. ,. Religious service followed, and at its 
ending the conspirators passed into the hands of 
the hangman, who quickly adjusted the ropes, 
bound their feet firmly together, and prepared 
to execute the sentence.

ILLINOIS AS A SALE STATE. 

Since the days when Short-Horn cattle 
came into prominence Kentucky has claimed 
the honor of raising the best stock and af- 
fordim the most desirable market. Within 
the past few years, however, IIIInols has 
gained a preéminent position in the trade, 
and now disputes with Kentucky the honor 
of first place. Time was when Kentucky 
had within her border all the best breeders, 
and when it was a common tl to hear it 
said that blue grass would gfOw nowhere 
but in the famed Kentucky region. Now all 
this is materially changed. At this time 
the Short-Horn breeders of IIIInois 
possess not only a thorough knowl- 
edge of the business, but they alse 
possess the requisit energy and en- 
terprise, without which knowledge would 
be of no practical advantage. Coupled with 
the desirable requisits of ability and push, is 
the fact that on the prairies of Lilinois the 
world-famed blug grass, will thrive when 
properly cared for. 

Kentucky breeders recognize the fact that 
Illinois is becoming the best known and 
readiest market for Short-Horn stock, and 
many breeders south of the Ohio River are 
shipping their stock into this State to be dis- 
posed of at publicsale. There have been 
several large shipmeuts of bldvded cattle to 
Illinois this fall, where they will be kept 
during the winter and sold in the early spring. 
The fall sales thus far this season include 
several catalogs composed almost exclusively 
of Kentucky-bred animals, and these cattle 
almost without exception have been from the 
most popular families of useful and profita- 
ble character. 

It is perfectly well understood that the of- 
ferings at these public sales do not, except in 
rare instances, include individual animals 
from the purest high-bred Short-Horn fami- 
lies. The cattle sold in this manner are of a 
kind remarkable tog their usefulness as beef 
producers, possessing breeding and pedigree 
enough to commend them to the new begin- 
ner, who in nearly every case breeds for beef 
and that alone. In the halcyon days of the 
trade in this State, when it was a 
common thing to run up the average at these 
sales trom $1,000 to $1,500, say from 1865 to 
1875, many very valuable blooded cattle were 
disposed of at public auction. 

‘Lhe past six years have been full of costly 
experience to many breeders, who now con- 
cede that beef being what is required, it is 
not absolutely necessary to put such large 
amounts of money into biooded stock. 
Grades are the popular things at present, 
and must continue to increase in popularity. 
The consequence is, that high-priced animals 
are bought at private sale, and prices for 
bulls and heifers answering every requisit of 
beet-cattle have steadily declined from year 
to year, until it is becoming a question 
in the minds of many breeders whether they 
can afford to sacrifice good things at the 
present ruinous prices. The drouth, of 
course, has had more or less effect on prices, 
as it has been almost impossible to . 
cattle in the sales rings in anything like goo 
condition, and it is probable that one or two

AMERICAN EXPORTS. 
Upon the subject of American export meat 
the London News recently contained the 


following: . ' 

It would be interesting to be informed what 
has become of the American meat sold out of 
the Central market since the trade began in 
1876. How much of it bas been retailed as En- 
gliish meat at Evgiish prices? Our readers may 
be surprised to hear that up to the end of last 
month there has passed through the Central 
market a grand total of 108,025 tons of American 
meat, as certified by Superintendent Stephens. 
Every ear the American imports dave 
incre with a steady. strong stride, In 1878 
there were received 5,513 tons; in 1877. 14,41 
tons; in 1878, 19,370 tons; in 1879, . 751 tons; in 
1880, 25,856 tons. During the present yéar the 
increase has been still going on, so that, though 
there ha# been a temporary relaxation of im- 
ports during the paat few weeks, there bave, 
from January to August inclusive, been ro- 
ceived 21,814 tons, beiug 3,168 tons more than 
during the correspondi period of last yeur. 
These figures, it should remembered, refer 
only to dead meat, and there remains to be 
added the live stock siaughtered at Deptford. 
The increase in this direction is as remarkable 
asthe other. In i879, for example, there were 
killed at Deptford 28,615. American beasts, and 
10.457 sheep: last year the numbers were 63,704 
beeves and 21,703 muttons, It would be a boou

A PROSPECTIVE LIVE-STOCK OR- 
GANIZATION IN ILLINOIS. 

As an outgrowth of the coming National 
Short-Horn Convention it is reported that an 
effort will be made to organize a State asso- 
ciation of stock breeders, feeders, and raisers. 
The live-stock men of lowa and Indiana 
have been enjoying the benefits of similar 
organizations for several years. In lowa 
especially there has followed a degree of in- 
terest seldom witnessed among any class of 
men. 

The aim of the association is to afford op- 
portunities for mutual improvement and 
social intercourse among men en- 
gazed in any and every branch of 
the live-stock business. Many of the 
members are among the first men 
of the State, and the essays and discussions 
presented at the last annual convention at 
Grinneil were of the very highest character. 
Illinois cannot afford to be cutdone by her 
sister States in an enterprise of this kind, 
and it now seems probable that such an as- 
sociation will shortly be formed. The de- 
sign will be to include breeders of every kind 
of stock, and to suppress all efforts to use the 
influence of the organization in the interest 
of any person or any particuiar breed.

THE SUBJECT OF HANDLING. 

It has been stated that an effort will be 
made during the Fat-Stock Show to determine 
what handling indicates—in other words, to 
endeavor to ascertain“ if possible whether 
the degree of quality can be determined by 
handling or feeling the hide. Many good 
butchers insist that there is nothing in it, 
while cattle men of extended experience 
with equal positiveness assert their ability 
to determine the quality of beef while yet 
alive. The subject is a very interesting one, 
and the proposition to take steps to deter- 
mine accurately what the so-called handling 
reveals recently called forth the following 
from Dr. M. G. Elizey, of Washington, D. C.: 

That would be a move in the right direc- 
tion for the agricultural colleges with their 
model farms, if there is any man about them 
who knows howto judge of and describe the 
‘handling’ of a beast while alive, and how 
to make an intelligible description of the car- 
cass when slaughtered.

W. Clampitt made to the Hon. Andrew Wylie, 
one of the Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus in behalf of Mrs. Surratt. The 
writ was granted, returnable before the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia Sat lv o'clock 
on the same day. About II o'clock a. m. Maj.- 
Gen. W. 8. Hancock, commanding the Middle 
Military Division, accompanied by Attorney- 
General Speed, appeared in response to the writ, 
and made reply, in the language of President 
Johnson's indorsemeat on the writ: 
91 Andrew Johuson, President of 
the United States, do hereby declare 
that the writ of habeas corpus has been here- 
tofore suspended iu such cases as this, and I do 
hereby especially suspend this writ, and I direct 
that you proceed to execute the order hereto- 
fore given under the judgment of the Military 
Commission, and you will give this order in re- 
turn to the writ.” The Court bowed in sub- 
mission to the suspension of the writ. 
Meanwhile, the notes of preparation for the 
execution of the mandate of the law were 
heard at the military prison and at the head- 
quarters of Gen. Hancock.

A great saving can be effected by promptly 
shucking, and the wisest farmers are indus- 
triously engaged in saving what they can in 
this way. Should hard frost suddenly oc- 
cur, which is extremely probable, the loss 
from this water-soaked corn would be enor- 
mous, In sections where, notwithstanding 
the drouth, a fair crop of corn has been 
raised, this danger from water and frost has 
become quite alarming, and may result in 
general ruin so far as corn is concerned, in 
fields where it will be impossibie to house 
the crop before severe frosts begin. 


Morrow & Muir, of Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, will show eight or ten head of cattle 
at the coming Fat Stock Exhibition. Among 
the number is a short 3-year-old which 
weighs 2,400. It is claimed by those wha 
have seen him that he is a better animal than 
either the famous Graves steer, also from 
Kentucky, or the red thoroughbred, which 
came from the Brown farm in Sangamon 
County. Both the last-mentioned steers be- 
long to Nelson Morris, of the Union Stock- 
Yards, and he has offered $1,000 for a better 
bullock than the Brown purchase. Mr. Mor- 
ris, it is said, stands by his offer, and may 
have to house another leviathan soon.
